REBUKE FOR JUDGE 


ASKED BY WAYMAN} 


Prosecutor to File Complaint 
Against Going with Chief 
Justice of Munici- 
pal Court. 


A | SAYS HE DELAYS INQUIRY 


Objects to Appointment of At- 
torney C. E. Erbstein as As- 
sistant to State in the 
Genker Case. 


Charges that Municipal Judge Going of the 
Desplaines street court attempted to inter- 
fere yesterday with State’s Attorney Way- 
man in the graft investigation which he has 
been conducting for the last two months are 
to be laid before Chief Justice Olson today. 

Justice Olson at night said he had heard 
that Mr. Wayman had written him a letter 
regarding the matter, but he nad not re- 
ceived it. He refused to discuss the action 
of Judge Going until all the information in 
the case has been laid before him. 


The controversy between the state's attor- 


ney’s office and Judge Going came up in the 
trial of Monkey-Face Charley Genker, 
one of the principal witnesses against In- 
spector McCann and Detective Griffin. Gen- 
ker was charged by Attorney Charles E. Erb- 
stein with attempting to spirit away Minnie 
Brown, a witness against Genker in a pander- 
ing case which is pending. Erbstein caused 
the arrest of Genker on a warrant charging 
him with a conspiracy to defeat justice. Har- 
ry London, a west side saloonkeeper, and his 
wife were also accused a having a part in 
the conspiracy. 


Names Erbstein to Aid State. | 

Following a cross examination of the 
Brown woman by Assistant State's Attorney 
Michels, Attorney Erbstein interrupted the 
proceedings with a motion that he be ap- 
pointed an assistant prosecutor to aid the 
state in the case. 

“I object to Mr. Erbstein assisting the 
state in this case, said the assistant state's 
attorney. We are perfectly capable of 
taking care of our own business.“ 

Judge Going, however, granted the motion. 
But Attorney Erbstein did not have a chance 
to prosecute, because Attorney Francis 
Hinckley, counsel for Genker, declined to 
sign a jury waiver and the case was trans- 
ferred for a jury trial. It will come up this 
morning, and State’s Attorney Wayman de- 
clared he personally would assume charge 
of the state’s interests when the case is 
called before Municipal Judge Walker. 

A verbal éncounter between Attorneys 
Michels and Erbstein took place when Judge 
Going announced that he had —— the 
latter to assist the state. 

“Tr the court is going to permit Mr. Erb- 
stein to enter into this case as a prosecutor, 
I will wash my hands of it for the present,”’ 
said the assistant state’s attorney, angrily. 

2 a — your hands need washing, any- 
way,” retorted Attorney Erbstein. 


‘wisi Criticises the Judge. 

Prosecutor Waymar was incensed when in- 
formed of the action of Judge Going in ap- 
pointing Attorney.zrbstein to assist in the 
trial of Genker. 

“Judge Going had no right to appoint At- 
torney Erbstein or anybody else to assist the 
state’s counsel in the trial of Genker,“ he 
said. “ He had just as much right to do this 
as the state’s attorney has to appoint a spe- 
cial judge to try Inspector McCann. 

„ am running the state’s attorney’s office 
and when I want any more assistants I will 
ask for them. The appointment of Erbstein 
was absurd in view of the fact that he is 
counsel for Detective Griffin, who is under 
indictment with Inspector McCann for ac- 
cepting protection money from west side re- 
sort keepers. Genker is the principal wit- 
ness against Erbstein's clients. Yet, know- 
ing all this, Judge Going appointed him an as- 
sistant state’s attorney. 

‘ver since this graft investigation has 
been under way the state’s attorney’s office 
has had much interference to contend with. 
Many obstacles have been put in our way and 
it has kept us busy fighting them. But we 
are going to continue our fight against graft 
and lawlessness in all forms, no matter who 
tries to interfere.” 


Says Custom Is Common One. 

Judge Going denied emphatically that his 
action in appointing Attorney Erbstein had 
anything to do with the investigation of graft 
in the west side levee district. 

„1 don’t want to enter into a controversy 
with any one,” said he, but I must contend 
that I did not go beyond my rights when I 
granted Mr. Erbstein’s request to assist the 
state in the prosecution of Genker. I even 
have the power to appoint a special state's 
attorney if I should desire. But this propo- 
sition of appointing Erbstein as an aid to 
Assistant State’s Attorney Michels was not 
supposed to be inimical to any one. 

I am sorry Mr. Wayman feels the way 
he does about the matter. But I am not 
sorry for what I did, and would do the same 
thing again. In fact, it is done almost every 
day incourt. Some person occasionally asks 
that their attorney be permitted to assist in 
the prosecution of a case. A court always 
grants this request.” 

„Did you not know that Genker is one of 
the chief witnesses in the McCann case and 
that Attorney Erbstein represents one of the 
defendants in that case?’ Judge Going was 
asked. 

“The McCann case had nothing to do with 
this,” he said. Officially I don't know any- 
thing about the McCann case. This was 
simply the prosecution of a man charged 
with a crime. Mr. Erbstein was informed 
regarding the facts in the case and I thought 
it no more than right that he should assist 
the prosecution if he wished.“ 


False Testimony Is Alleged. 

Belief that witnesses in the casa of the 
state against Ellis Marks, on trial before 
Municipal Judge Walker on the charge of 
conducting a disorderly resort known as the 
“Silver Moon at Madison and Peoria 
streets, have perjured themselves in the de- 
tense of the saloonkeeper may result in dras- 
tic action by State’s Attorney Wayman to- 
day.

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TURF GAMBLING AT JOLIET 


Betting at Ingalls Park Races Is 
Promised for Next Week. 


LAW OFFICERS ARE ALERT. 


Prosecutor and Sheriff Declare the 
Statutes Must Be Obeyed. 


Running horse races, with betting, will be 
started at Ingalls park, Joliet, next week 
and for thirty days thereafter, provided the 
Will county authorities do not take a stand 
against gambling. 

Formal announcement to that effect was 
made yesterday to the horsemen who have 
been competing this week in the mixed har- 
ness and running races. L. E. Ingalls, owner 
of the plant. will lease his park to the horse- 
men, who will conduct the events in their 
own behalf, according to the announcement, 
Mr. Ingalle thereby dodging any action which 
might be brought for violation of the state 
statute against common gambling. 

Those who claim to have inside information 
on the subject, which has been brewing 
quietly for some time. assert assurances had 
been received that everything was all right.“ 
Both State's Attorney George A. Barr and 
Sheriff H. O. Willlams were tipped off as 
good Indians, and one who professes to 
know states the former obligingly would 
take his summer vacation at this time. 


State’s Attorney Says “No.” 
The state’s attorney and sheriff of Will 
county say, however, that any violation of 
the law will be prosecuted, 


“I am going to be right here on the 30d 


during the race meet, said State’s Attorney 
Barr. There will be no bookmeking and no 
betting of any kind if I can help it.”’ 

“TI do not know anything about the state’s 
attorney’s plans, but I know there will be no 
bookmaking or betting at the race meet 
which begins next Monday,” said Sheriff 
Willams at Joliet late in the evening. 

“ A tip came to me today to be on the look- 
out for something doing, but the people can 
rest assured there will be no gambling. I 
have heard little about the race meet, but I 
shall be there and will have enough deputies 
to enforce the law. 

“The state’s attorney has plenty of back- 
bone, and doubtless will keep the bookies out, 
but whether he is around to see what is go- 
ing on or not, I shall be there.” 


Tip Given by Bookies.“ 

With the opening of the Will county fair 
on Monday, harness and running races have 
been conducted daily. There has been pri- 
vate betting each day, but the “ bookies "’ 
have been of the small fry variety and few 
prospective customers have cared to take a 
chance of tHeir welching if a wager of 
any amount was won. 

Persistent rumors that a meeting with real 
betting would be inaugurated at the close of 
harness races have been encouraged indi- 
rectly by the management, and inquirers 
have been told to “ be on hand Saturday if 
you want to have some fun.” The entire 
program of five races tomorrow is for rua- 


ning horses.

Oral Betting Is Illegal Here. 

Some optimistic turf followers have hoped 
the oral betting system, now in vogue in 
New York and protected by court decision 
there, could be tried with success. Such bet- 
ting is a violation of the law in Illinois under 
the Swigart case, decided by the Supreme 
court back in the early 9086. This possibility 
was carefully studied by a leading legal firm 
of this city as soon as the New York decisions 
were announced.

British Scientist Says Man Is Be- 
ing Led to Destruction. 


EQUALITY IDEA IS. CAUSE, 


Higher Education of Girls Makes for 
Race Suicide. 


Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 28.—- [Special. The 
human race has not a particularly bright out- 
look, chemically speaking. This is a discov- 
ery made during the year just closed by the 
British Association for the Advancement of 
Science, through its chemical section, and 
revealed today by Prof. H. E. Armstrong, 
Ph. D., LL. D., F. R. S. 

Prof. Armstrong wasn't especially flatter- 
ing in his treatment of the fair sex. Treat- 
ing his question solely as a chemical prob- 
lem, he arrived at the following conclusion: 

Woman must fail, and in failing must 
carry man to his destruction.” f 

The speaker declared the reason this failure 
was inevitable was that woman in her fight 
for equality with man was revolting against 
her womanhood. 

Woman's claim that she is equal with 
man and able to compete with him in every 
way is the most disquieting feature of the 
times, said Prof. Armstrong. There 
should be no question of equality raised; 
when comparison is made between comple- 
mentary factors the question of equality does 
not and cannot come into consideration. 


Struggle Means Destruction. 

It is clear that should the struggle arise 
and it is to @® feared that it is coming upon 
us—there can be but one issue: Woman 
must fail, and in failing must carry man to 
his destruction. 

“No problem can compare in importance 
with the future of our race. Not only do we 
encourage deterioration at the lower end of 
the scale of intelligence. We now are, 
through our system of education, courting 
failure also at the upper end. 

„It has been stated that in the United 
States the higher education of girls has been 
proved to make them unfit and unwilling to 
assume the duties of motherhood. 

„% Those who presumably are the fittest are 
failing to contribute in proper proportion to 
the perpetuation of their race.“ 


Talks on Working Hours. 

Prof. S. J. Chapman, M. S., N. Com., presi- 
dent of the Economic Science and Statistics 
section, had for his topic “The Value of 
Leisure; the Bearing of Industrial Develop- 
ment Upon It, and Its Effectiveness in Shap- 
ing Economic Arrangements.” 

“The increasing nervous strain of indus- 
trial work.“ he said, whether it results 
from the progressive specialization of labor 
or not, would account sufficiently for the 
curious circumstance that there apparently 
is no finality about any solution of the ever 
recurring problem of the normal working 
day, though it Is not the sole explanation. 


The workman whose day has been reduced 


soon is repeating his demand for shorter 
hours, and there are pessimists who infer 
from this that the shorter hours attained 
hitherto have shifted the community on to a 
slippery inclined plane which leads from 
the economic ‘struggle for existence —by 
which is meant the competitive striving for 
place, reputation, and achievement, where- 
by progress is naturally stimulated—to e- 
nomic stagnation.”

Benzoate of Soda as Pre- 
servative by Vote of 
57 to 44. 


EXPERTS IN BITTER ROW. 


Long and Lucas Assail Report of 
Referee Board and Others De- 
fend It; Doctor Not 
to Resign.

Denver, Colo., Aug. 26.—[Special.]—Secre- 
tary Wilson and benzoate have won. By a 
vote of 57 to 44 the convention of the Asso- 
clation of State and National Food and. 
Dairy Departments today adopted resolu- 
tlons approving the report of the referee 
board which says that q person may consume 
benzoate of soda to the extent of four grams 
a day without harmful results. 8 

The victory for the secretary ot agrieulturs 
was won in the hardest fight in the history of 
the food officers’ association, and only after 
benzoate of soda had been denounced by rep- 
resentation from the medical fraternity aas 4 
dangerous drug unfit for human consumption 
and the referee board had been charged with ~_ 
being biased in its conclusions. 

The action was a severe blow to Dr. H. W. 
Wiley, chief of the bureau of chemistry, who 
in hie famous poison squad investigations 
found the effects of benzoate on the human 
system to be exactly opposite to the a, 
of the referee board. 


Dr. Wiley Not to Resign. | 
It is thought that the convention's decision « 
to legalize the use ef benzoate will letdown 
the bars to the use of the other well known 
preservatives, now prohibited through the 
influence of Dr. Wiley, and ultimately in 
the revocation of the ruling requiring the 
presence of chemicals in foods to be stated ™ 
on the labels 
Notwithstanding his defeat, Dr. Wiley has 
decided not to resign. He said so in a state- 
ment made today after he had been deluged = 
with telegrams from women’s clubs, pure s 
food organizations, and others,-pleading with 
him not to give up the ship. 
Iwill remain where I am,” he sald, “and | 
continue the fight until they force me out.“ 
The victory;won by Secretary Wilson ie 
remarkable. He stepped into Denver only 
a short time before the convention begun and 
captured the organization from Dr. Wiley 
and the men who have helped to build : 
up from ite incitpiency as an association of ie 
food officers apposed to the use of chemicals — 
in food products. It has practically turned 
the association inside out and placed it ip 
the attitude of reversing its objects, of fu vor- 
ing the things it was organized to oppose, 
Only last year the association adopted rego 
lutions denouncing benzoate of a and See- 
retary Wilson for his attitude in opposing 
Dr. Wiley. This year it has adopted resolu. 
tions just the opposite. 
Wilson’s Presence Factor.

Broadside Against Benzoate. 

Dr. Lucas’ opposition to benzoate wags 
something like the explosion of a bomb, in 
that he was a subject of the referee board’s 
investigation which resulted in the sanc- 
tioning. of benzoate, and subsequently he had 
conducted investigations of his own, which 
he alleged proved benzoate to be dangerous. 

He said the chemical was especially harm- 
ful the way it was used commercially and 
most pronounced in acid foods. He said a 
small quantity had a decided effect upon the 
flavor of hot tomato soup; even slight pro- 
portions produce the burning, acrid irrita- 
tion characteristic of benzoate acid. Some- 
times even smaller proportions produce in 
especially susceptible subjects the effects of 
benzoic acid, such as burning in the stomach, 
followed by nausea and muscular weakness. 
This is especially true when the benzoate is 
taken in hot, strongly acid fruit juices. 

In recounting experiments on animals Dr. 
Lucas showed that one and four-tenth grams 
of benzoate per kilo killed guinea pigs in 
from five to seven hours, In mentioning hig 
experiment with chemicals on a dog he said: 

“Tonic and clonic convulsions began one 
hour and fifteen minutes after the treatment. 
The animal after several hard convulsions 
died two hours and twenty minutes after 
the administration of the dose. 


Severe Arraignment by Reed. 

But the severest criticism of the referee 
board investigation came from Dr. A. L. 

Ned of the American Medical association. 

“The referees did not make the experi- 
ments themselves, he declared. The es- 
periments were not conducted scientifically; 
they were not comprehensive enougt to am 
swer the inquiries of the government; they 
were too biased to be entitled to publiccon- 
fidence; the facts they did bring out con- 
demned benzoate as a food preservative. But 
in spite of this the referees indorsed it ank 
by that act stand condemned by the facts 2 ae 
their own record.

Attacks Experiment Data. 

Discussing the referee’s report, Dr. Reed 
aid: 

“That there was a constant purpose to 
exculpate benzoate as the cause of all func- 
tional disturbances in the subjects is ap- 
parent on almost every page. Thus, for ex- 
ample, the temperature of the subjects in 
the New Haven squad was reduced, but the 
fact was ignored by the referee in his sum- 
mary of results. The same is true of the 
pulse. A persistent effort is made to em- 

' phasize the fact that the subjects increased 
‘$n weight, inferentially as the result of the 
benzoate, while the fat producing results of 
e stuffed diet are as studiously withheld 
from mention. 

The board, too, has shut its eyes to the 
: fact that the maximum of weight was real- 
i ised either before the larger dosage was be- 
| gun, or long enough after it was discontin- 
uod to permit recovery from the effects. As 
a matter of fact, more than 50 per cent of 
the subjects used by the referees suffered 
more or less serious disturbances of health. 
‘More than 140 variations from the normal 
obviously due to benzoate, if interpreted by 
any method of fair and scientific pharma- 
ecologic determination, are studiously attrib- 
uted to some other cause.” 

Dre. Remsen, Chittenden, and Long, and 
Herter of the referee board sfoke in defense 
of their report, declaring the investigations 
to have been fair, thorough, and impartial.

Boston, Mass, Aug. 26.—[{Gpecial.}—Inter- 
est in the Eaton case became deeper today 
when it became known that the infant son 
of Rear Admiral Eaton, U. 8.

All Scituate is eager to know what led a 
retired rear admiral of the United States 
navy to adopt so young a child, and under 
the circumstances revelations may be ex- 
pected if gossip can bring them about. 

Mra Eaton, who asserted the baby was 
her own, evidently was at her wits’ end when 
asked about the child's identity, and said 
nothing definite as to its parentage; but after 
a moment's silence looked up and said: 

J cannot tell you the name of the child’s 
mother. She is a woman of culture and a 
school teacher who lives near Boston. Dol 
know who the father was? Well, I have my 
suspicions.

She spoke at length about her husband’s 
conduct with women and discussed it with 
reporters. As to any steps she might take 
to disprove her husband’s sanity and her 
attitude in the matter of applying for a 
divorce she said she did not care to make 
any statement.

Glenn May Get the Mace.

These wells are covered with stone latticed 
pavilions; an attendant inside serves water 
fo passersby, who hold their hands in the 
form of a scoop and the water thus runs into 
their mouths as it is poured on their hands 
from a bowl. On the streets and at stations 
men drink in a similar manner, receiving the 
water in a tiny stream from the bag ot the 
water carrier. They sell cow dung cakea 
and dead wood gathered around trees for 
firewood—by weight. 


Food Venders Go in Pairs. 
Every time the train stops, the natives buy 
food from venders who usually go in pairs, a 
man with a bamboo support and a boy witha 
great copper tray on his head, with Little 
bowls containing all kinds of food. When 
hailed, the man puts down his support and 
the boy puts on it the tray; the traveler sig- 
nines his wants and pinches of food are 
gathered up in the fingers and put in little 
dishes made of leaves Some of the food is 
sold by weight. 

Another boy peddles milk pudding, which 
ie vended-in tiny new earthenware vessels 
which are not used again. 

The amazing thing is the medley of people, 
no two dressed alike. Saw alot of Brahmans, 
priests of a certain. sect, heads shaved and 
pieces of paper over their mouths, so they 
would not kill any flies! Most curious of all 


are the Mohammedan women—absolutely 
covered from the top of their: head down to 
their yellow breeches—they

growing thicker since we left Agra. Then 
we visited three old and curious Hindu Jain 
temples. The first of these temples is known 
as the Sasbahu, or Thousand-armed temple. 
It is pyramidal in form and literally is cov- 
ered with carvings, and is regarded as a 
fine specimen of highly decorated medieval 
Hindu architecture. The other temple, Teli- 
Ka-Mandir, is a Hindu temple, the loftiest in 
Gwalior, and is also most elaborately carved. 
All three temples now are being restored. 
It was now time to return to the plain 
below. We descended by a road built in, a 
Half way down we paused 
to examine a lot of stunning rock hewn 
Buddhist and Jain temples-and statues. 
There are four groups of these at Gwalior, 
and I visited two, the first here in this Urwahi 
gorge. One of the statues is truly Egyptian 
in grandeur, measuring fifty-seven feet high. 
We .came back through the new town of 
Lashkar, with its many gay and fresh palaces 
of the meharaja and princes, with their 
bright flower gardens Breakfast at 11 
o clock. 


Jain Carvings Are Superb. 

At 2 o’clock I set out alone and drove to 
the southeast foot of the cliff, where I walked 
a quarter of a mile and visited the second 
group of Jain carvings. These really were 
superb, the finest of the kind I have seen 
in India—indeed, they are said to be unique 
in northern India. One gigantic figure, espe- 
clally, was beautifully carved, with an im- 
mense canopy of finely sculptured and paint- 
ed cobras’ heads. 

At 5 o’clock we had a dust storm. and at 
6:30 we took the train for Sanchi, dining in 
the dining car. We found the same stereo- 
typed meal, tough and badly cooked; poor 
coffee, of course. The cars are plain, with 
low roofs, electric fans, and binde to shut 
out the glare of the sun. The tableware is 
plain and coarse, often dirty. They palm 
off a second hand napkin on you if they can. 
The dishes are heavy and coarse, often 
cracked or nicked. We drink no water, of 
course, anywhere in India; always soda or 
imported mineral water when it can be had, 
which is not always. The meals are all 
table d'hoéte, served by barefoot natives, and 
cooked by the same breed of humanity. 

Between Gwalior and Sanchi is some wild 
country, broken and scrubby and nearly tree- 
lees. Every level square foot is in wheat, 
which they now are harvesting. Dozens and 
dozens of men, women, and children may be

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to escape the appalling heat which settles 
on northern India. ’ 

Again from the station we driveaway from 
the city proper to a quiet spot, a big garden, 
and here we are in the biggest hotel we have 
found since leaving Bombay, but it is just 
as primitive as the others; there is no gas 
and you could buy all the furniture in the 
room for $6. We were late for dinner, of 
course, and as we came in we saw them din- 
ing—all in evening dress. But the hotel is 
nearly empty and closes next week, not to 
reopen till Oct. 1. The summer thermometer 
here ranges from 110 to 140 degrees. 

All these towns are curious and we are only 
beginning to understand their systems. They 
spread all over creation, except the packed 
native quarter, which is crowded—narrow 
streets, no sidewalks, tiny shops six feet 
square, opening on the dirty, dusty, crowded 
street. The. shopkeeper sits cross legged and 
from his seat generally can reach everything 
in sight. No street cars, no electric light. 
All trades, clerks, railway employés, me- 
chanics, artisans, mills, etc., are in the hands 
of natives. The English are few and far be- 
tween and nearly all are connected with the 
army or civil service. An automobile is seen 
now and then and half of them are owned 
by natives. The Parsis in Bombay especially 
are rich and prosperous. 


DISCUSS FINANCE 


President Confers with Senate 
Leader on Monetary Com- 
mission’s Work. 


REPORT MAY BE DELAYED 


Executive and Secretary Mac- 
Veagh Take Up Question 
of Bond Issues. 


Beverly, Mass., Aug. 26.—Continuing his 
series of conferences with party leaders be- 
fore starting on his long trip to the west and 
south. President Taft had a talk this after- 
noon with Senator Aldrich and Secretary of 
the Treasury MacVeagh. 

Senator Aldrich, having just emerged from 
the long tariff fight, is about to take up the 
task of adjusting the monetary system, and 
it was qn the question of finance that he was 


called in conference by the president. 


Mr. Taft, before framing up his own legis- 
lative plan, was anxious to ascertain whether 
the monetary commission will be ready to 
report its recommendations this winter. The 
chances are that the commission ‘will not be 
able to place its conclusions before congress 


for several months. 

Mr. Aldrich said after the conference that 
matters had been discussed only in a general 
way. The monetary commission had expect- 
ed to devote the entire summer to the subject, 
but the long tariff fight defeated this pur- 
pose. 


Will Study Foreign Systems. 

Mr. Aldrich went to New York tonight and 
will sail for Europe Saturday. He outlined in 
a general way to the president the scope and 
plan of the work the commission has set 
itself to accomplish. The monetary systems 
of the leading European countries are to be 
studied, and it is hoped to cull the best fea- 
tures of each for application to the finances of 
the United States. 

Mr. Aldrich would not discuss the subject 
of postal savings banks. It is not believed 
that he is altogether opposed to the idea, but 
he frankly told the president at a former con- 
ference that he thought the question of es- 
tablishing such banks should await the en- 
actment of the monetary legislation. The 
money that would be obtained through the 
establishment of such banks would help to 
dispose of the problem of the government 2 
per cent bonds, which, it is said, are a drug on 
the market. 

The monetary commission is confronted by 
the problem of retiring these bonds or else of 
maintaining their value. The fatter is be- 
lieved to be difficult if there is to be a large 
issue of 3 per cent bonds for the replenish- 
ment of the genera! fund of the treasury for 
advances on account of the purchase of the 
Panama Canal company’s property. 


Treasury Feature Considered. 

The question of bond issues, authorized 

in the new tariff bill, came up for consider- 
ation. The secretary of the treasury was 
authorized by congress to issue bonds for 
$40,000,000 to reimburre the general fund of 
the treasury for the Panama canal purchase 
and also to issue bonds for the building of 
the canal up to the amount of the estimated 
cost, some $400,000,000. 
Senator Aldrich is in favor of withholding 
any bond issues for the time being in order 
that the monetary commission may have 
time to consider this subject specifically and 
possibly to arrange for the placing of a gov- 
ernment joan, so far as funcs may be imme- 
diately needed, in one lump sum. There is no 
idea of issuing the Panama canal bonds any 
farther than the money may be in demand. 

Matters affecting the reorganization of 
some branches of the treasury department 
for the administering of the new minimum 
and maximum features of the tariff law were 
discussed, 

Secretary MacVeagh said he had not pro- 
gressed much further than when he last saw 
the president with reference to the selection 
of members of the new tariff board or com- 
mission, 

John Hays Hammond. who has been Ill at 
his summer home near Gloucester. cal'ed on 
President Taft this afternoon. He was in- 
vited to acompany President Taft through- 
out his two months’ trip, but will join the 
party at Salt Lake in September.

Much Splendor; Little Luxury. 

Tuesday.—This -“‘ modern’’ palace of the 
maharaja of Gwalior ie a curious affair, with 
its enormous rooms, lofty ceilings, big rugs, 
and a wide stone veranda with its pretty 
open work stone balustrade running around 
it. In each room is a big punkah or fan, 
worked by a boy outside, there being a hole in 
the wall for that purpose. 
But, after all, it is primitive. There isno 
drainage in India, no. lavatory, properly 
speaking. The water for the big tin bath tub 
is brought upstaire by a thin legged, bare- 
foot Hindu, in a big skin water bottle. When 
through, you. upset the tub and the water 
runs off the cement floor through a gul ter. 
We had chota hazrie, (tea and bread), at 7 
o'clock and before 8 set out in a carriage to 
the old town at the north foot of the bfty 
tableland, On the way we halted to visit a 
lovely Mohammedan tomb of Muhammed 
Ghans, a venerated saint, with Pathan dome 
and iftricate and elaborate stone lattices— 
We ascended the hill on foot, passing 
through several fine and massive gateways. 
In fifteen minutes we were on top of the hin. 
‘which is long and narrow and entirely sur- 
rounded by a lofty wall, for it is an ancient 
fort. We first visited the Man Singh palace, 
the finest. Brahman pélace in all India, with 
ite great wall decorated with a profusion of 
beautifully colored tiles and a battlement of 
lattice work connecting the three towers. 

Walk Along Embattled Wall. 

We walkeé for a haf mile along the em-

Bungalow Is Comfortable. 

Wednesday.—We arrived at Sanchi at 1 
o'clock this morning—a tiny town and only 
a flag station. We were met by coolies, 
who carried our bags half a mile to the Dak 
bungalow, or government rest house. This 
was a good one, with two neat sleeping 
rooms, with the usual tin tub, and eating 
room attached. Shortly after we got into 
bed a rain storm let loose, and it sounded 
good. Near the Dak bungalow are the big 
tents of the governor general of Calcutta. 

At 7 o'clock we were up, and bad coffee 
and eggs. Sending our bags to the station, 
we walked through a grove of fine old trees 
to the ‘top of a level hill, where we found 
the great Sanchi Tope, the finest Buddhist 
monument of ite kind in India. It is an 
enormous brick and stone structure, dome 
shaped, built to contain some relic of Bud- 
dha. It is more than 50 feet high and more 
than 100 feet in diameter. It is surrounded 
by @ magnificent stone fence ten feet high, 
carrying three rails of stone and surmount- 
ed by a stone coping. On four sides are 
great stone gateways, eighteen feet high and 
seven feet broad. These are fine and elab- 
orately carved, and were well worth the 
journey to see them. Nearby are smaller 
topes, chapels, pillars, and, figures galore. 

A lovely view off over the country, broken 
and rugged, now cooled and made fresher 
by the long rain, which still continued 
slightly.

Trains Usually on Time,

SINGER, PITTSBURG FINANCIER, 
MAY DIE OF AUTO CRASH HURT. 


Family Called to Bedside of Carnegie’s 
Friend, Who Was Injured at Country 
Home in Rhode Island. 


Pittsburg. Pa., Aug. 26.—[{Special.]—WIll- 
iam H. Singer, who was head of Singer, 
Nimick & Co. until its absorption by the 
trust. and who now is a director in the 
Carnegie Steel company and the Crucible 
Steel company, was seriously and perhaps 
fatally injured last night in an automobile 
accident at his summer home near Provi- 
dence, R. I. Relatives of the injured million- 
aire hurried east today to his bedside. 

One year ago the wealth of Mr. Singer was 
estimated at $30,000,000. He was approach- 
ing the age of three score and ten, and ap- 
parently he got a sudden premonition that he 
might meet with a fatal accident or die 
suddenly, thereby embarrassing his estate, 
perhaps, for his heirs. He decided to pro- 
vide against this contingency by disposing 
of the major part of his wealth to his chil- 
dren, four in number. Accordingly he sent 
out invitations for the strangest family din- 
ner party ever given in Pittsburg. 

One of the children came from Norway to 
take part in the dinner. The one favor found 
by the plate of each of the four children was 
a paper giving absolute transfer of $4,000,000.

Many Women Seek Positions as 
Bath Attendants in Schools.

Job Is Under Civil Service and the Pay 
Is $50 a Month.

Tou wouldn’t imagine it takes any partic- 
ular qualifications to scrub dirty schoo! chil- 
dren into semi-presentable shape, would you? 
Well, it does, and as bath attendants in the 
Chicago public schools receive $50 a month 
and are under civil service, it takes two ex- 
aminations to prove their fitness. 

It was like a bargain day rush yesterday 
on the top floor of the building at 117 Market 
street, where the city civil service examina- 
tions are held. There was nearly a steady 
stream of women applicants for the position 
of bath attendants. It was the opening day 
of the medical examination and sixty women 
were passed on. The schools will require 
about seventy-five more attendants and 
300 women have applied for the jobs. Sothe 
women examiners, Drs. Rich and Sypple, 
will have their hands full for several days to 
come. Then a second examination, a mental 
test, will have to be taken. For three hours 
in the morning the examinations were held. 


Thin Women Stand Best Chance. 

There were thin women and fat women. 
There were widows, as denoted by veils and 
bands of crépe, and there were married 
women. .The thin women stood the most 
chance, for it takes considerable muscular 
energy to scrub a wriggling urchin. At least 
that’s the way Dr. Arthur T. Raynsford, ex- 
aminer in charge, phrased it. 

„Ot course all sorts of women come to 
take the examinations,” he said. Most of 
them are either widows or mothers, for a 
knowledge of how to care for children is one 
of the requisites of the position. The medical 
examination is to ascertain that thé appli- 
cants are free from skin diseases and to test 
their freedom of muscular movement. Then 
there are the mental tests, but they are not 
difficult.” 

Different motives actuated the applicants, 
as shown in chance conversations. A plump 
woman and a thin, grieving. widow awaited 
the call into the examining room and con- 
versed about the “ job.” 

Reasons for Wanting the Job. 

„ do hope I can secure one of the posi- 
tions, said the woman with the widow’s veil. 
“It would mean so much to the children. 
We have a pretty hard time to get along since 
Charles died.“

CHOLERA IS ON WAY 10 U.S. 


Dutch Ship Sails with Plague 
Aboard, Consul Advises.

HEALTH MEN 


Will Prevent Landing of Passengers 
from Rotterdam. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 26—That the 
Dutch ship Andyk is en route to the United 
States with cholera aboard is inferred from 
a cablegram from the American consul at 
Rotterdam, received by the marine hospital 
service today through the state department. 
The cablegram reads: , 

“Cholera Andyk Wednesday, Baltimore.” 

This message is interpreted as meaning that 
the Andyk sailed yesterday from Rotterdam 
for Baltimore with one or more cases of 
cholera aboard. 

The vessel is a slow steamer and is not ex- 
pected to arrive off Cape Charles before 
Sept. 8. In the meantime the hospital serv- 
ice will take steps to prevent landing of pas- 
sengers or crew until a thorough investiga- 
tion shall have been made. 

Surgeon General Wyman of the public 
health and marine hospital service, tonight 
cabled Assistant Surgeon Robert A. C. Wol- 
lenburg, stationed at Naples, to proceed at 
once to Rotterdam to assist American Consul 
Listoe in seeing that the treasury department 
regulations regarding vessels sailing for the 
United States are carried out. 


FOUR DIE IN ROTTERDAM. 


ROTTERDAM, Aug. 26.—At today’s sitting 
of the municipal council the burgomaster an- 
nounced \that there had been four deaths 
from cholera and that out of nine suspected 
cases now in the isolation sheds three had 
been found to be infectéd with cholera bacil- 
lus. An examination of the others has not 
yet been concluded. Forty-two apparently 
healthy persons who have been in contact 
with those declared infected are now under 
observation. 

The outbreak of cholera has caused alarm 
at The Hague, as well as at other places in 
Holland, and stringent precautions have been 
adopted everywhere to prevent the spread of 
the disease. The proposed visit of the queen 
dowager and the princesses of Bentheim to 
Rotterdam has been canceled. 


More Cholera in Russia. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 26.—A violent 
outbreak of Asiatic cholera has occurred at 
Vitebsk, which is the capital of the govern- 
ment of that name, situated on both sides of 
the Duna. The outbreak exceeds in in- 
tensity that in St. Petersburg, there being 
twenty-six cases and six deaths today and 
114 cases and forty-two deaths in a week. 


London Also Takes Alarm. 

LONDON, Aug, 26.—The} =nglisy sanitary 
authorities have declared Rotterdam an in- 
fected port, and regulations will be enforced 
at all British ports for the examination of ali 
vessels arriving from Holland in order to 
prevent the cholera being introduced inte 
England.

Elevator Company Refuses to 
Break Labor Czar’s Con- 
tract at Once. 


MORE JOIN IN WALKOUT. 


Union Committee Denies Request 
ef Contractors Building 
Four Skyscrapers. 


* Two conferences held yesterday to reach 
an agreement to permit more than 1,200 
building trades men who are out on strike 
to return to work, and to iron out the diffi- 
culties which have arisen in the labor fight 
between the Otis Elevator company and the 
American Federation of Labor, because of 
the company’s contract with the Associated 
Building Trades and its president, Martin 
B. ( Skinny) Madden, ended without ro- 
sult. . ‘ 

It is not Iikely that any agreement will be 
reached under which the striking men will 
be allowed to return to work before Mon- 
day, when President Baldwin of the Otis 
company will come to Chicago. Until then 
it appears work on the four big buildings, 
the La Salle and Blackstone hotels and the 
structures of the Peoples Gaslight and 
Coke company and Hart, Schaffner &-Marx, 
will be at a standstill 

Reinforcements came to the strikers, who 
are aiming not so much at the employers as 
agalnst Skinny Madden. Twenty-five 
plasterers quit work on the La Salle hotel. 
The plasterers, while not affiliated with the 
new Building Trades council, yet are in per- 
fect sympathy with the anti-Madden move- 
ment. 


Outside Towns Will Help. 

Another reinforcement from outside the 
city of Chicago ‘helps spell ruin for Madden 
and his organization, according to union men.” 

The outside assurance of support came 
from representatives of the Lake county 
council of building trades, which includes 
workers in Gary, Hammond, and West Ham- 
mond. Unless the Otis Elevator company 
comes to terms promises are made that 
etrikes will be called on buildings on which 
ite men are working in the three towns, rep- 
resentatives of the counci! said. 

Representatives of seven building trades 
unions and representatives of the four big 
contracting companies affected by the tleup 
of the work held a lengthy conference in the 
afternoon in an effort to reach an agreement 
by which some construction work might de 
continued. Agents of the building trades 
council were asked to allow men to go back 
to work on the La Salle hotel until Monday 
morning, when President Baldwin is expéct- 
ed to arrive, when the Otis people might take 
up the Madden matter in earnest. 


Contractors’ Plan Voted Down.

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COMES TO TEACH 


Miss Mary E. Snow, New Su- 
pervisor of Public School 
Department, Here. 


SEEKS HIGH EFFICIENCY. 


Declares, However, That Present 
System Needs No Radical 
Change. 


The domestic science and household arts 
(departments in the Chicago public schools, al- 
ready known for their excellence among ed- 
ucators throughout the country, will be con- 
ducted even more thoroughly and systematic- 
ally during the ensuing year. Higher effi- 
ciency and s complete unification of the de- 
partment are the ideals of Miss Mary E. 
Snow, new supervisor of domestic science, 
ho took up her new work in a new office in 
the rooms of the board of education yester- 
day. 

Miss Snow, who has acted as director of 
the Pratt institute, New York, during the 
last few months, arrived in Chicage Monday. 
Her assumption ef the office of supervisor 
takes the domestic science department out 
of the hands of the district superintenden{s 
and makes of it a special department. She 
becomes the first supervisor and incumbent 
of an office of almost equal dignity with the 
assistant superintendents. 

Miss Snow centemplates no radical 
changes, at least not for some time, in the 
system ot teaching the household arts. She 
stated yesterday that the Chicago schools 
meed no radical changes, but that the depart- 
mem needs unification. 


Praises Teaching Here. 

” teaching of domestic science and the 
fhousehold arts is excellent in fhe Chicago 
schools” she said yesterday. ‘The equip- 
ment seems to be first class and the teachers 
well trained for their work. But the trouble 
ig that the teachers well trained though they 
are, have been left each one to cenduct, to 
pursue their own ideals, and to do their work 
im about the way. they chese. Individuality 
fn teaching is goed, but with it should 83 


~ system. The domestic science department. 
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‘buch as with any great business, will do even 
better for thorough unification.” 

Migs Snow declared that with the opening 
of the schools she would undertake to visit 
the various schools, become acquainted with 
the domestic sofence teachers, and learn just 
what is needed to improve the department. 

“I am not contemplating any radical 
changes, & you want to ask that question.“ 
he said, with a smile. But one thing I 
am glad of, and that is that western peop'e 
are not afraid of experiments or new ideas. 
1 think I shall find considerable work to do 
in the schools, and I hope to make 
the department stronger and better.“ 


Respects Mrs. Young’s Ability. 

Miss Snow wae selected for the new post- 
tion before the election of Mrs. Young as 
superintendent. She declared that Mra 
Young’s election came as a great pleasure to 
ef and that she regarded it as a piece of for- 
tune to be able to work under such a woman 
educator, 

“I wad @elighted with Mrs. Young’s eleo- 
tion and 1 believe the Chicago public schools 
will be administered better than they ever 
have been,” Miss Snow said. “It will bea 
unique experience witness a great city’s 
education educati ly conducted. Mra. 
Young is a national figure as an educator 
and—well, city superintendents, even of great 
cities, are net always educators.’’

Five Persons Identify Joliet Barber as 
the Man Who Gave Them Spurious 
Currency. 


Congress apparently forgot to fix a tariff 
on ‘counterfeit money imported into this 
country. Secret service officers have discov- 
ered that many counterfeits of United States 
currency which have been ciroulated in Chi- 
cago and Joliet and several eastern cities 
were made in Italy and shipped to America. 

Samuel Fiannaca, a barber, was arrested at 
Joliet yesterday and brought to Chicago, 
after five persons at Joliet had identified him 
as the man for whom they had changed 32 
counterfeit certificates.

‘LOANS CANADA TWO CRUISERS 


British Admiralty Is Reported 
| to Have Taken Action, 


OFFICERS TO GO WITH SHIPS, 


Salaries Will Be Paid by the Dominion 
Government. 


Ottawa, Ont., Aug. 26.— [Special. IA dis- 
patch from London today says it is learned 
on high authority that two third- class cruis- 
ers are to be loaned to Canada by the British 
admiralty,, one for the Pacific and the other 
for the Atlantic. These ships will require re- 
fitting. and alterations which will be done at 
Canada's expense. 


Officers Also to Be Loaned. 

Officers of the ships will aleo be loaned 
to Canada and be paid by this nation. 

The dispatch adds that when Canada starts 
to build its own warships the work will be 
done in the dominion and a representative of 
the leading British shipbullding firm is com- 
ing shortly to select a site for a shipyard. 

It is also stated the idea of submarines for 
the St. Lawrence river and the Pacific have 
been suggested and receive with some 
favor. 


Scheme Thought to Be Tentative. 

No ministerial confirmation of the report 
can be obtained here, but it le believed the 
scheme as outlined, while not out of the range 
of probability, is merely a tentative proposal, 
merits of which have been receiving the con- 
sideration of the British admiralty and Cana- 
Cian delegates to the recent imperial defense 
conference recently held in London.

LONDON, Aug. 26.—Premier Asquith im- 
parted to the house of commons this after- 
noon the results of the conference on im- 
perial defense held recently in London. He 
told of the proposed remodeling of the Pacific 
fleet, which Australia is anxious should be 
of appreciable strength. It has been ar- 
ranged that New Zealond and Australia 
present the empire with vessels of the In- 
domitable type instead of the proffered 
Dreadnought. and these ships will form a 
part of the Pacific fleet. 


RUSSIA WILL GET NO SHARE 
OF CHINESE RAILROAD LOAN. 


Peking Government, However, Assures 
Czar’s Officials That Next Project 
Will Give Them Chance to Invest. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 26.—Ruesia has 
dropped out definitely from the competition 
for a share in the Hankow-Sse-Chuen rail- 
road loan of 380 000,000, but has been given 
aseurance at Peking that she will have a por- 
tion of the next loan for railroad construc- 
tion made by China. 

The foreign office has made diplomatic rep- 
resentations to Peking in the matter of the 
concentration of Chinese troops on the Rus- 
sian frontier in the Blagovyeshchensk dis- 
trict, where China is conducting colonization 
schemes. According to unofficial advices the 
Mukden garrison has reinforcements of 22,- 
000 men. While these military measures are 
not considered threatening, there is uncer- 
tainty here with regard to their object. 

The question of the collection of duties on 
the Sungari river will be a subject of specia' 
negotiations between Russia and China. It 
involves also the navigation of the Amur 
river. 

Russia proposes to defend her rights under 
the Aigun treaty, which have brought about 
a flourishing interchange of trade in the 8un- 
gari basin. 

Mr. Poppe, the Russian consul at Tientsin, 
has been made consul general at Harbin, 
where the consular functions have been per- 
formed in the past, conjointly with his rail)- 
road duties, by Gen. Horvath, the author of 
the plan for the afiministration of the Harbin 
municipality that caused trouble with China 


Prince and Princess Deny Rumor They 
Lost Fifteen Thousand Dollars 
at Rheims. 


RHEIMS, Aug. 26.—The Prince and Prin- 
cess de Sagan deny a report circulated that 
they have been robbed of $15,000 in money 
and jewels during their stay here. Another 
report to the effect that Mrs. George Gould 
was robbed of her reticule containing jewelry 
to the value of many thousands of dollars, 
which was said to have been taken from a 
box which she occupied in the grand stand, 
also is denied. The police officials declare 
they know nothing of the matter. 

The room occupied in a hotel here by Mrs. 
H. B. Livingston of New York was entered 
and jewelry to the value of $4,000 was stolen. 
Mrs. Livingston explained that she took off 
her jewelry and laid it on the dressing table 
while she washed her hands. She forgot to 
put it on again and was absent from the room 
for a moment. When she returned she found 
that the jewelry had vanished.

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Where the newspapers once gave space to 
the reports from one or two Leagues, 
now their Constituents follow with daily 
attention perbaps a dozen of these organ- 
ina tions. 

In Chicago the Cubs and the Sox 
claim first place in the affections, repre- 
sentatives of other leagues being watched 
as side shows. In other cities of the 
middle west there is like enthusiasm over 
the local club and an equally keen inter- 
est in the pennant race in the particular 
grouping to Wich it belongs. A study 
of the tables shows some remarkably close 
contests drawing to the end. In three 
or four of the leagues the winner is yet 
uncertain. In one organization of eight 
clubs the order of rank changes with 
almost every day’s games, not one of the 
contestants being “out of it” 6 far as 
the championship is concerned. 

For Chicago the main interest now cen- 


ters about the Oubs.“ Can they make 


it “four straight”? Can they bring the 
“flag” to this city again as they did in 
1906, in 1907, and in 1908? They are 
several games behind the Pittsburg “ Pi- 
rates.” But they have a chance to win 
yet. The games of the next few days 
will have much to do with the answer 
to the question every fan is asking. 
The “ Cubs” are a thousand miles away, 
but electricity has made it possible for 
the enthusiast at home, sitting in a com- 
fortable seat in a pleasant hall, to watch 
every move of the players, in reality to 
“see the game” as it is played in an 
eastern city. 

The most interesting feature of this 
type of baseball contest is that the re- 
ceipts go to support a work of charity 
through which free ice is distributed to 
the needy, or tired mothers and sick chil- 
dren are given the outing which oceans 
repewed strength and better health. Ne 
moving picture show could be more fas 
cinating than the story told by the flashes 
on the electric score board. No “ benefit” 
ever had a better cause behind it. 


BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION, 
Business administration in public offices 
is becoming increasingly popular. The 
idea of wastefulness has long held sway. 
People have become so accustomed to the 
belief that public officials keep short 
hours, take things easy, and use freely 
the supplies and the funds of government, 
state, or city that the popular thought 
has become almost a justification for such 

methods of conducting public business. 
That a notable change is taking place 
is evidenced by many illustrations. Econ- 
omy is the policy of the Taft administra- 
tion. The methods employed by Secre- 
tary MacVeagh in the treasury depart- 
ment have won favorable comment. The 
postmaster general is looking after econo- 
mies. The possibility of finding a suitable 
device by the use of which time and 
twine may be saved in tying up the mail 
has interested inventors and, at the same 
time, has helped to emphasize the new at- 

titude toward public administration. 
The proposition to raise the fee for reg- 
istration from 8 cents to 10 is another 
case in point. The registering of letters 


and parcels is counted a valuable service 


to all who use ft as a measure of safety. 
A fee of 10 cents would be paid as cheer- 
fully as one of 8. Like the special deliv- 
ery fee, this extra charge helps to sup- 
port a feature of the postal service whose 
cost is relatively high. If there is a reg- 
ular deficit of large amount year after 
year, steps to reduce the size of the deficit 
should be taken, particularly when the 
proposed additional expense to the indi- 
vidual patron will be so slight. 

It may have startled some government 
employés, but it was good business sense, 
when the announcement was made that 
vacations were to be adjusted to the con- 
ditions in the offices, and that, under no 
circumstances, should the individual seek 
rest for himself until his work was in 
such shape that his absence from his post 
would be attended by a minimum of loss 
to the public service. In this ruling, as in 
the study of the other economies men- 
tioned, the new spirit in the admini$tra- 
tion of government is seen. It is a hope- 
ful sign. There is bound to be increased 
efficiency, and that, too, with savings in 
expense. The modern business man has 
set the pace. The government officials 
seem inclined to follow him.

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MPEROR NICHOLAS’ visit to King 

Victor Emmanuel will take place 

about the middle of next month. prob- 

ably on Sept. 15, at Bari. The latter 

has been selected rather than Rome, 
owing to the infinitely greater possibilities it 
presents for assuring the safety of the czar. 
Italy is simply flooded with Muscovite po- 
litical refugees. 

The Italian authorities would like to expel 
them or even extradite them to Russia, but 
are prevented by the ultra- radical element in 
the legislature and by the Socialists outside 
parliament, who have obtained so strong 
a foothold in public life, controlling the 
administrations of a large humber of cities 
and towns. 

At Rome, at Naples, Genoa, Florence, 
Milan, or Palermo the czar assuredly would 
have been made the object of some hostile 
demonstration. This was promised in the 
legislature and in the press if King Victor 
Emmanuel persisted In welcoming him to 
his dominions; fortunate indeed if the mani- 
festations of the populace were limited to 
Jooting and hissing. For it is probable that 
some nihilist fanatic, yearning for notoriety, 
or, else some Italian anarchist sympathizer 
with the Russian revolutionary cause, would 
have availed himself of the opportunity to 
make an attempt on the life of the emperor 
by shooting or hurling a bomb if he had 
ventured to drive in state through the streets 
of the city. 

— 


On two occasions the emperor’s return visit 
to King Victor Emmanuel has been put off at 
the last moment, owing to the reluctant ad- 
mission of the Jtalian police that they could 
not answer for the safety of the ruler of all 
the Russias. There will be no dimiculty, 
however, in providing for his sécurity at 
Bari, which is situated on a tongue of land 
projecting into the Adriatic. As at Cher- 
, bourg when calling upon President Fallleres 
and at Cowes when visiting the king and 
queen of England, the czar will live on board 
his yacht Standart. The king and queen of 
Italy also will be afloat, either on their 
yacht Savoy or else on a man of war on 
which their entertainments in honor of their 
Russian guests will take place. And, as at 
Cherbourg and at Cowes, the Russian yacht 
will be surrounded by police boats and naval 
launches, 

The only occasion on which the emperor will 
land at Bari will be when he visits the 
cathedral of Saint Nicholas, where Queen 
Helene was received into the Roman Catho- 
lic church on her way from Montenegro to 
Rome to be married to Victor Emmanuel, and 
where 900 years ago Pope Urban II. held a 
council having for its object the reconcill- 
ation of the church of Rome with what is 
known as the Orthodox Rite, to which the 
czar and his people belong. Owing to the 
situation of Saint Nicholas on the tongue of 
land, the Italian authorities will have no diffi- 
culty in cutting off the approach of the public 
to the route followed by the emperor from 
the landing to the Basilica, 

— 

The czar, who will be accompanied to Italy 
by his wife and children, will come from 
Sebastopol on board his yacht, escorted by 
two or three cruisers or battleships of the 
Black sea fleet. The sublime porte has given 
the mecessary permission for these men of 
war to traverse the Dardanelles. They will 
be the first Russian warships to pass through 
the straits since the Black sea treaty of 
more than half a century ago. 0 

On the way back to the Crimea the czar 
possibly may call on the sultan of Stamboul. 
If he does, it will be the first instance of a 
Russian ruler visiting Constantinople in 
hundreds of years — that Constantinople 
which every Muscovite monarch since the 
days of Peter the Great is credited with hav- 
ing been anxious to convert into the capital 
of the Russian empire. 

Many years have elapsed since Emperor 
Nicholas last saw Queen Helene of Italy. 
Brought up entirely at the court of St. 
Petersburg under the care.and at the ex- 
pense of his mother, the now widowed czari- 
na, she was destined for his bride. But he 
gave his heart elsewhere, and instead of fall- 
ing in with the arrangements made by his 
relatives for his matrimonia! alllance with 
the daughter of the prince of Montenegro, he 
sought the hand of Princess Alix of Hesse. 

Two years after his marriage, P:incess 
Helene, disappointed in her expectations of 
becoming empress of Russia, contracted 
what has turned out to be an exceedingly 
happy marriage with the king of Italy, her 
dowry and trousseau being provided by. the 
widowed empress of Russia. The emperor 
never has seen Queen Helene since she left 
the court of St. Petersburg in 1893. 


ae 

Nowhere has the downfall of Clemenceau 
caused a greater degree of satisfaction than 
in Italy, where neither the court nor the gov- 
ernment could forget that before his acces- 
sion to office in 1906 he repeatedly made 
savage attacks on the reigning house of 
Savoy in the various Parisian newspapers he 
controlled as proprietor and editor in chief. 
Many of these attacks were printed over his 
own name. 

Then, too, he is credited in Italy with pro- 
nouncedly Austrian sympathies, Certain it 
is that for more than à quarter of a century 
he has spent part of every summer in Aus- 
tria and that he has numerous intimate 
friends at Vienna. This, of course. was not 
calculated to endear him to the Italians. 

Having completed his cure at Carlsbad, he 
proposes, much to the relief of his former 
ministerial colleagues who have remained 
in office, to spend the whole of the fall, winter, 
and spring in Egypt, a country in which he 
always has been extremely interested, and 
where he intends to devote himself to the re- 
cruiting of his health and to the writing of his 
memoirs. Were he to spend the winter in 
Paris he could not fail to become a source of 
great embarrassment to the government. 
For the latter is composed almost wholly of 
his former cqjleagues who owed their port- 
folios to him, and whom he ruled with a rod 
of iron, 

Either they would be obliged to consult him 
and defer to him in everything and he would 
become the power behind the throne, his 
authority reducing theirs into insignificance, 
or else they would ‘have to count upon his 
enmity, which, in view of his skill as a de- 
bater and his influence with fhe present 
chamber and senate, might prove fatal. For 
it must be borne in mind that Clemenceau re- 
signed owing to an adverse vote of his own 
supporters, who had been exasperated into 
momentary anger against him by one of 
those particularly savage and cutting re- 
marks in which he is apt to indulge at the 
expense not only of his foes but of his friends. 
After his retirement those wha had voted 
to defeat him were in many cases sorry. He 
has numerous friends in the chamber, enough 
to dominate the cabinet. That is why the 
latter is pleased that he is going to Egypt. 

His memoirs are likely to cause a sensation, 
and no end of controversy, when they ap- 
pear. For he has a vitriolic pen, js full of wit, 
and has played a wonderful role in the pub- 
lic te of France for the last forty years, 
being responsible, indeed, for the overthrow 
of more cabinets than any one else in France. 
Until he himself assumed office three years 
ago be was known as the Tombeur des 
Ministéres’’ (the destroyer of administra- 


tions). 1

WASTE AND FAVORITISM 
CHARGED BY CONGRESSMAN. 
Representative Bennett in Letter to War 


Secretary Accuses Purchasing De- 
partment of Canal Commission. 


New York, Aug. 20 —Representativ 
Bennett, in a letter to the secretary wae 
made public here today, charges the pur- 
chasing department of the isthmian canal 
commission with gross extravagance and 
favoritism in connection with the purchase 
of paint used for the barges, dredges, and 
other vessels engaged in canal work.

“Literary work offers great possibilities, 
for the successful writer may gain both fame 
and wealth. And, I believe, there is no work 
so delightful to the deaf person as this life 
among books, for one must first be a good 
reader to become a good writer. The deaf 
who do not enjoy reading certainly have 
much to regret, for good reading gives one 
the broad view and conception of life which 
is otherwise somewhat dwarfed by the en- 
forced isolation. By living among books one 
can make a life for himself apart from the 
world; a sort of dream life, as it were. A 
person with literary ability is usually en- 
dowed with rich imaginative powers, which 
are a good asset for the deaf. 

‘Inventing is a calling which the average 
person cannot consider, for lack of genius, 
which must be born, not bred.

Edison is an illustrious example of the won- 
ders which can be accomplished by the deaf 
inventor. It is said that he considers his 
deafness a blessing, as, had his hearing been 
normal, he would have had to utilize much 
of his valuable time in listening to the talk 
of others, instead of concentrating his mind 
upon his work altogether. He refused the 
services of a prominent specialist, fearing 
that the treatment might be successful, say- 
ing that he would rather be deaf than to 
have to listen to a lot of stuff that he did 


not want to hear.

Job 
printing, which affords a wide latitude for the 
exercise of Judgment and taste, can be car- 
ried on as well by the deaf as by the hearing. 
In fact, most of the work about a printing 
office, except that of the devil,“ is within 
the easy range of the deaf. Moreover, the 
mind is enriched, incidentally, as one natu- 
rally learns truths and facts from the mat- 
ter printed. 

Other occupations possible for the deaf 
person are those of engravers, floral design- 
ers, painters, tinners, bakers, makers of 
candy, cigars, shoes, trunks, furniture, art 
glass, watches, jewelry, lace, and electric ap- 
pliances.

To Clean Machine. 

A bicycie pump will clean a sewing ma- 
chine when it js clogged with dust and it 
seems impossible to reach the parts with a 
cloth. Blow out all the little particles with 
the pump, finally cleaning with a soft cloth 
and oll. 


To Clean Cas Stove, 


When cleaning your gas stove you will find 
that a cloth moistened with kerosene oil 
will remove grease and dirt more eagily than 
one wrung out in soap and water. It is 
essential to keep the air mixers, or lungs, 
of the stove clean, for if they are clogged with 
bits of food or dust the fresh air cannot 
mingle freely with the gas. When flame 
burns yellow or red instead of bright blue it 
is an indication that much heat lo being 
lost for want of air. A bicycle pump will 
often clean out the burners quickly. When 
giving the stove a thorough cleaning bol 
the grates and burners in a pan of water 
in which there is plenty of washing soda. 
If a clean newspaper is folded to fit the 
galvanized tray under the burners it will 
catch a great deal of refuse. The paper 
may be removed daily, and such a practice 
will save much scrubbing of the tray.

BOARD GETS A SURPRISE. 


Telephone Company Asks Addi- 
tion of $2,000,000 to the 


Assessor’s Figures. 


The board of review yesterday boosted the 
assessments of sixty-three Chicago banks 
$13.508,169 over their assessment of a yea: 
ago after one of the longest and hardest 
day’s work of the session. The reviewers 
worked behind closed doors for four hours 
fixing the assessments after all the evidence 
had been heard and after the statements had 
been examined carefully by clerks. 

The increased valuation is more than 16 
per cent higher than the total of the assess- 
ments named by the reviewers a year ago. 
though there was a reduction of $8,241,101 
from the valuations fixed by the board of 
assessors this year. 

The sworn statements of the banks wene 
used as a basis for determining their re- 
spective assessments. The capital stock, 
surplus. and undivided profits, as shown by 
the several statements, were added together. 
and the unearned interest and value of the 
real estate within Cook county was deducted 
from this amount. The balance was taken 
by the board as the valuation without ques- 
tion, and but few assessments were arbi- 
trarily fixed.

- OVERRUN NATION 


Legal Educators in Session at 
Detroit Want Bar Quali- 
fications Changed. 


LIBBEY GIVEN‘ A BOOST. 


Portland, Me., Street Railway 
Official Is Slated to Head 
Attorneys. 


Detroit, Mich., Aug. 26.—[Special.]—That 
the country is overrun with tricksters who 
have obtained their legal education from in- 
competent sources, and that immediate steps 
should be taken to correct this evil. by re- 
quiring a higher standard of qualifications 
for admission to the bar was practically the 
unanimous verdict today of the members of 
the Association of American Law Schools, a 
section of the American Bar association, in 
session here. 

A resolution was considered Yeoking to- 
ward a gathering of statistics by legal edu- 
cators all over the United States. The more 
important matter of requiring applicants 
for admission to big law schools throughout 
the country to have at least two years of 
university training in departments other 
than law was dwelt upon with a great de- 
gree of seriousness. 

John H. Wigmore, dean of the Northwest- 
ern university law school, and Harry Pratt 
Judson, president of the University of Chi- 
cago, read exhaustive papere dealing with 
the general question of education prepara- 
tory to study of the law. 


Sees Need for University Training. 
Dean Wigmore presented a startling series 
of figures in an attempt to show that each 
law student should have some preliminary 
university training. 
“Only two high school men out of 100 
develop high legal powers, and I am mak- 
ing this statement from observations made 
in my own school. Of men who have had 
some previous college training, ten out of 
every 100 develop high legal powers, said 
Dean Wigmore. ‘“ There are about 18,000 
students of law now in the United States. 
These are in regular schoole and colleges. 
But no one knows how many students there 
are outside of schools and colleges. Possi- 
bly there are 2,000. In a single year there 
are about 5,000 admitted to the bar. Of these 
4.000 come from law schools and colleges. 
Of 5,000 about 1,250 come from schools that 
are affiliated with this association.“ 
President Judson of Chicago university 
backed Dean Wigmore in the contention 
made. 


_» Libbey Slated for President. 

Charles F. Libbey of Portland, Me, is 
slated as the next president of the bar asso- 
clation.

Monetary Commission’s Work. 

It is announced from Washington that the 
United States monetary commission has 
nearly completed the investigation into the 
condition of the national and state banks, 
which it has been engaged upon since early 


in the year, and will be in a position within 


a short time to make public the results of 
It will exhibit the returns from 
22.000 national, state, and private banks 
which were obtained for it by the controller 
of the currency. The office formulated a 
blank, which was sent to the different banks 
and which they were asked to fill out. This 


shows in detail the character of the loans 


and discounts carried, the bonds and other 
securities. 

On loans and discounts it will be complete, 
indicating the amount of loans carried on 
demand, unsecured by collateral; the amount 
on demand, but secured; the amount on time 
with two or more names; the amount on 
time with one name, and the amount on time 
secured by collateral.

Officials Surprise Train Crews and 


Pass on Actions of Men. 


The day of well nigh perfect effigtency in 
railroading is not far off if a report of an 
extraordinary series of efficiency tests which 
has been conducted by the Pennsylvania 
railroad during the last six months is a cri- 
terion of development in railroad service. 
The tests were made not only asa test of rail: 
road operating but by way of disciplining the 
railroad’s employés and in raising pseudo 
emergencies whose serious countertypes are 
met With every day in practical railroading. 

The first tests were begun in J&nuary and 
consisted of efficiency or surprise tests con- 
ducted by officials of the road. Signals were 
set at caution or danger at unusual times 
and places, signal lights were extinguished, 
display fuses and torpedoes were placed 
along the tracks, and the performances of 
enginemen and train crews were watched. 

The tests were made to learn whether the 
employés were constantly on the alert for 
‘any and all sorts of signals or for the lack 
of signals where they were accustomed to 
find them. 


Oreate 156,000 Emergencies. 

During the six months m which the tests 
were made over 156,000 emergencies were 
created. The average number of tests made 
each day was 862. The conclusion of the six 
months’ period showed an efficiency record 
99.6 per cent perfect. In the 4-10 per cent of 
failures are included the cases where en- 
ginemen passed signals by a few feet before 
halting their trains and similar cases, which, 
while being technical violations, were not 
such as would make serious accidents to 
trains possible save in unusual circum- 
stances. 

While the tests were pseudo emergencies, 
the failure. to obey signals was not lightly 
regarded. Failure to observe any of the rules 
regarding the operation of trains was dis- 
ciplined. In conducting the surprise tests 
the company officials sometimes extinguished 
sigpal lamps. When enginemen failed to 
report the dark lamps at the next station 
they were laid lable to suspension from 
service. 

Tests in Four Classes. 

The tests were divided into four classes, 
in which the following records were made: 

Block signal rules, 24,292 testa of which 99.6 per 
cent showed perfect observance on the part of em- 
ployés; rules governing flagmen and the use of 
fusees, torpedoes, and other signals, 23,042 tests, 
with 99.5 per cent perfect; traine ahead of schedule 
time, 53,508 tests, with 90.7 per cent perfect; sig- 
nalmen relieving each other, 99.9 per cent perfect 
out of 56,112 teste. 

The New York division—the line between 
New York and Philadelphia—showed a per- 
fect record in all signal tests, as did the Cres- 
son and the central divisions. On the Sun- 
bury and Shamokin divisions a total of 8,782 
signal rule tests were made, and in only nine 
cases was the observance imperfect. Nine 
of the twenty-six divisions reported perfect 
observance of all block signal rules; five 
were perfect in other signals, twenty-one in 
trains running ahead of schedule time and 
ten in signalmen relieving each other.

Park of the Union Pacific railroad announced 
in a circular issued today the establishment 
on Sept. 1 of a railway college for its em- 
ployés.

D. C. Buall, with a corps of trained instruct- 
ors, will have charge of the college. 

Employés in every department of the serv- 
pice will be given instruction free by experts. 
Three objects are aimed at in establishing 
this school: 

Assisting employés to assume greater re-
